REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


ta It is with pleasure that I present my annual report as 
_ Superintendent of your schools. 


The Statistical Report is for the school year ending June 
30, 1938. This report is followed by the reports of the Music 
Supervisor and the School Nurse. 


The changes in teachers since my last report are two in 
number. Miss Ruth Neville is succeeding Miss Hazel Gile at 
the Pollard School grade four, and Miss Grace Boody succeeds 
_ Miss Catherine Sullivan in grade five. Our teachers with but a 
oe _ few exceptions have taken courses in education either during 
2 t a the summer or during the school year. At the present time, 
seven are taking a course in Remedial Reading given by Dr. 

Durrell of Boston University, at Haverhill. By means of this 

work our teachers are keeping abreast of modern thought and 
practice in school matters. Others are planning further work 
= next summer. 


The enrollment for the school year covered by this report 
was 205, which was twenty-two less than during the previous 


ship, as compared with the state average of 95.13%. 


There were twenty-one boys and girls graduated from the 
_ eighth grade last June. All but three of these have entered a 
high school this year. The medal, awarded by the Sons of the 
American Revolution to the pupil in the graduating class of 
the eighth grade who has best exemplified the principles of 
good citizenship, was awarded to Corrine Lovely. The follow- 
ing list shows the September enrollment of Plaistow pupils in 
High Schools:

The Otis Mental Ability Tests are given 
to grade four. These tests help in checking school progress. — 
They also show the need, when it exists, of additional drill in = E 
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some subject. Our tests show that good progress is being made. 
The teachers taking Dr. Durrell’s Course in Remedial Reading 
will receive assistance in solving reading problems. 


Special reports of the school’s activities are here included. 

An outstanding activity of the year at the Pollard School 
was the presentation of the pageant ‘“‘America, the Beautiful’, 
showing the development of music in our country. After paying 
expenses, $70.90 was realized to be used in partially defraying 
expenses of the 7th and 8th grade class trip to Boston in May, 
and for other school helps. During the past year approximately 
three hundred and fifty cups of hot cocoa have been made 
available to the children at the time of their mid-day lunch. 
Milk was also available. Three hundred and thirty-nine half- 
pints were paid for by the Parent Teacher Association, and 
about fifteen hundred half-pints were paid for by the children. 


During National Education Week in November, parents 
are urged to visit the schools. A large number of parents, espec- 
lally mothers, avail themselves of this opportunity. We only 
wish that parents would come more often. If parent and teacher 
are to work together for the best development of the child, it is 
very necessary that they have an opportunity to meet. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to the School 
Board for their generous support and commend the time and 
energy they have so generously expended for the welfare of the 
schools. I also commend the effective and loyal work of the 
teachers in guiding their pupils forward on the road to good 
citizenship.
